Senate Bill No. 5. By Mr. G. II. Couvillion. 

A JOINT RESOLUTION 

Proposing an amendment to Section 4 of Article X of the Con- 
stitiition of the State of Louisiana, relative to revenue, 
taxation and exemption. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of Louisiana two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each House concurring, 
That Section 4 of Article X of the Constitution of the State of 
Louisiana, be amended by adding' to the last paragraph a 
section so as to read as follows : 

' ' The Legislature shall pass no law postponing the payment of 
taxes except in case of overflow, general conflagration, gen- , 
eral destruction of crops, or other public calamity; and may 
provide for 'the payment of such postponed taxes based on a 
reassessment of the properties affected, for the particular year 
in which such calamity occurs, to be made before the postponed 
tax is due." 

Section 2. That the above amendment shall be submitted to 
the electors of the State of Louisiana for approval or rejection 
at the General Election for Congx-ess to be held in November, 
1922, and that the Secretary of State be directed to insert upon 
the ballot to be used in said election, and in the proper column, 
the following : 

"For the proposed amendment to Section 4 of Article X of 
Constitution, relative to revenue, taxation and exemption" 
and the words : 

"Against the proposed jimendment to Section 4 of Article X 
of the Constitution relative to revenue, taxation and exemption," 
and each elector shall indicate how he votes on the proposed 
amendment as provided for in the general election laws of this 
State.

House Bill No. 301. By Mr. Perez. 

JOINT RESOLUTION. 
Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of the State of 
Louisiana, relative to the leasing for manufacturing, eoni- 
mereial and business purposes, lands acquired by the board 
of commissioners of the port of New Orleans for the navi- 
gation canal, connecting the Mississippi River with Lake 
Pontchartrain. . . 

Section 1. Be it resolved by the Legislature of Louisiana, 
two-thirds of all the members elected to each House concurring ; 
That, subject to approval by the electors of the State, the 
Constitution of the State of Louisiana be amended so as to read 
as follows, to-wit : 

The Board of Commissioners of the Port of New Orleans shall 
except as otherwise herein changed and amended, have and 
exercise all powers now conferred by the Constitution or Stat- 
utes upon them; and, in addition thereto, the said Board shall 
have full power to lease for manufacturing and commercial 
business purposes, lands acquired for the Navigation Canal 
connecting the Mississippi River and Lake Pontchartrain, in 
the City of New Orleans. Such leases may run for a term not 
exceeding ninety-nine (99) years, at a fixed rental, without 
any provision for renewal, readjustment or reappraisement, as 
said Board may determine. 

Section 2. Be it Further Resolved, etc.. That the foregoing 
proposed amendment shall be submitted to the electors of the 
State at the next Congressional Election to be held on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1922 ; that on the 
official ballot to be used at said election shall be placed the 
words : 

"For the proposed Amendment to the Constitution giving 
power to the Board of Commissioners of the Port of New Orleans 
to lease lands upon the Navigation Canal in New Orleans. ' ' 
and the words 

' ' Against the proposed Amendment to the Constitution giving 
power to the Board of Commissioners of the Port pf New Orleans 
to lease lands upon the Navigation Canal in New Orleans. ' ' 
and each elector shall indicate his vote on the proposed amend- 
ment in accordance with the General Election laws of the State.

House Bill No. 127. By Mr. Womack. 

A JOINT RESOLUTION 

Proposing an amendment of Section 5 of Article XII of the Con- 
stitution relative to Public Education. 

Section 1. Be it resolved by the Legislature of Louisiana, 
two-thirds of the members elected to each House concurring 
herein ; That at the next election for representatives in Congress 
to be held throughout the State on the 7th day of November 
1922, there shall be and is hereby submitted to the electors, for 
their approval or rejection, in the manner provided by the con- 
stitution and general election laws of the state, a proposition 
to amend Section 5 of Article XII of the Constitution of 1921, 
so as to read as follows : 

"Section 5. There shall be elected by the people at each 
succeeding general election a State Superintendent of Public 
Education, who shall be ex-officio Secretary of the Board, and 
whose salary shall be fixed by the State Board of Education 
at not less than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, nor more 
than Seven Thousand Five Hundred ($7,500.00) Dollars, pay- 
able monthly on his own warrant. ' ' 

And if a majority of the electors voting on said proposition 
vote in favor thereof the aforementioned Article and Section of 
the Constitution shall be so amended. 

Section 2. There shall be printed upon the ballot; "For the 
amendment to section five (5) article twelve (12) of the Consti- 
tution of 1921 ; ' ' and ' ' against the amendment to article five 
(5) section twelve (12) of the Constitution of 1921;" and each 
elector shall indicate, as provided in the general election laws 
in this State, whether he vote for or against said amendment.

ACT No. 106. 

House Bill No. 207. By Mr. Perez. 

JOINT RESOLUTION 

Proposing an amendment to Article XVI, Section 7, of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Louisiana relative to the construe- 



tion and maintenance of levees and embankments along, 
over, and in the bed of Lake Pontehartrain, etc., by the 
Board of Levee Commissioners of the Orleans Levee Dis- 
trict. 

Section 1. Be it resolved by the Legislature of Louisiana, 
two-thirds of all the members elected to each House concurring. 

That the following amendment to Section 7 of Article XVI of 
the Constitution of the State of Louisiana be submitted to the 
electors of the State at the next Congressional Elefition to be 
held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1 922, to-wit : 

(a) The Board of Levee Commissioners of the Orleans Levee 
District shall, except as otherwise herein changed and amended, 
have and exercise all the powers now conferred by Constitu- 
tion or Statutes upon them. Said Board shall have full power 
to construct, maintain, extend, and improve levees, embank- 
ments, seawalls, jetties, and other works along, over, and in 
the bed of Lake Pontehartrain at such distances, not to exceed 
2500 feet, from the present shore line as the said Board may 
determine, and along and on the shores adjacent to said Lake, 
and along the canals conneetion therewith, and in such other 
places in the Parish of Orleans, and the adjacent parishes as said 
Board may determine, said levees, embankments, seawalls and 
other works to be of such character and extent and of such 
height, width, slope, design and material as said Board may de- 
cide, with power and authority to improve and to protect said 
levees, embankments, and other works with such buildings, revet- 
ments, seawalls and retaining walls and all other structures as 
may be deemed necessary and proper ; 

(b) To enable said Board to perform such work, and to assist 
in defraying the expenses thereof, the State of Louisiana hereby 
grants and releases to the said Board the title of the State to 
all lands within any levees, embankments, retaining Avails, and 
seawalls constructed hereunder, and hereby releases said lands 
from any public trust and authorizes the said Board to reclaim, 
sell, lease, or otherwise dispose of such portions 9f said lands 
and any other property acquired for the purposes of said im- 
provements as the said Board may deem proper, provided none 
of such lands shall be sold by said Board at a price less than 
Thirty cents for each square foot. The said Board is hereby 
gr,anted the right of way over, and use of any public lands 
and property necessary for the purposes hereof ; provided, how- 
ever, that there shall be reserved and dedicated forever for 
public park and for beach purposes a space of not less than 
■1000 feet in depth along the entire lake front of said improve- 
ments. 



(c) Said Board may also acquire by donation, purchase, ex- 
propriation or appropriation without further legislative au- 
thority all private lands or other property in the Parish of Or- 
leans and adjoining parishes as may be necessary for any of the 
purposes of said Board, or of the said improvements, and to 
improve, or cause the same to be improved, and may pay there- 
for in the same manner as the said Board now pays for property 
taken by it on the ^Mississippi river front in the Parish of Or- 
leans. 

Section 2. Be it further resolved, etc.. That on the official 
ballot to be used at said election shall be placed the words "For 
the proposed amendment of Section 7, Article XVI, of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Louisiana ' ' and the words ' ' Against the 
proposed amendment of Section 7, of Article XVI of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Louisiana" and each elector shall indi- 
cate his vote on the proposed amendment as provided in the 
general election laws of the State.
